Reagan’s message assails Soviets 

COLOGNE. West Germany (AP) — U.S. President Ronald 
Reagan charged in a message on Friday that the Soviet Union has 
failed to comply with major arms control agreements and has 
refused to respond positively to U.$. arms limitation proposals. 
Earlier. Valendn Falin. the head of the Soviet government's Nov- 
ostinews agency, said at a news conference in nearby Bonn that 
the US. nuclear arms stance had dimmed prospects for an 
American-Soviet summit this year (See story below). In the mes- 
sage to the International Physicians for the Prevention of Nuclear 
War. Mr. Reagan appealed to the Soviets to join the United States 
in “practical measures" to reduce nuclear arsenals and “build 
confidence" and trust. "Building trust based on openness and 
honesty is essential for the safety of the world, as the recent tragic 
events in Chernobyl underline." the president said in a reference 
to die April 26 nuclear power station accident in the Soviet 
Union.

Iraq agrees to Syrian conditions, UAE daily says 


RABAT (R) — Arab League Secretary Gen- 
eral Chadli Klibi left Rabat on Friday after 
meeting King Hassan Thursday night as part 
of new moves to convene an Arab summit. 


The Moroccan news agency' 
MAP gave no details of the talks at 
the royal palace. Mr. Klibi said on 
arrival on Thursday he would dis- 
cuss with the authorities here 
plans to hold an Arab foreign min- 
isters meeting in Morocco. 

Mr. Klibi said the ministerial 
meeting, which would draft an 
agenda and pick a date and place 
for die summit, would be held 
after Ramadan, which ends in 
Morocco on June 9. 

Diplomatic sources said Mr. 
Khbi had proposed June 23 for the 
ministers' meeting. 

A previous attempt to convene 
an extraordinary summit, fol- 
lowing the April 15 U.S. air raids 
on Libya, failed when foreign min- 
isters meeting in the Moroccan 
city of Fez could not agree on an 
agenda. 

In continuing media reports 
over moves towards a summit, the 
Abu DhabidailyAIIttihadsaidon 
Friday that Iraqi President Sad- 
dam Hussein has accepted Syrian 
conditions for a resumption of ties 
broken in October 1980. 

(Quoting informed sources in 
Damascus. AJ Ittihad said Syria 
had demanded revival of a joint 
front against Israel with Iraq and 
-JonfrnTand resurrection - of a- ] V78 
Syrian-lraqi cooperation agr- 
eement. 


Talk of a possible rap- 
prochement between Iraq and 
Syria was sparked by recent visits 
to Baghdad and Damascus by His 
Majesty King Hussein.

An Ir anian newspaper said on 
Thurday that Iran's close ties with 
Syria will not be affected by gro- 
owing contacts between Dam- 
ascus and Amman, but Syria's 
“progressive role" in the Middle 
East could be undermined if it 
moved closer to Iraq. 

The daily Resalat said "Iran and 
Syria have joint position and fun- 
damental cooperation against rea- 
ctionaries of the region and Ame- 
rican threats. This will nor tangibly 
change with a (Syrian president) 
- Hafez AJ Assad visit to Jordan or 
one by King Hussein to Syria " it 
said in a commentary. 


“Butany Syrian rapprochement 
with Jordan which would lead to 
one with Iraq can seriously thr- 
eaten Syria’s progressive role in 
the Middle East,” it added. 

Another Iranian daily said eff- 
orts by King Hussein to bring 
Damascus and Baghdad closer 
together are aimed at driving a 
wedge between Iran and Syria. 

Syrian strategy, the daily Kay- 
han contended in a commentary, 
was influenced by the financial 
help of wealthy Arab countries. 
Gulf Arab states were prepared to 
foot the bill for a Syrian change of 
strategy “if h encouraged Iranian 
leaders to accept a peaceful sol- 
ution to the war with Iraq," itsaid. 

Kay h an said Syrian leaders had 
recently told Saudi Arabia that 
good relations between Damascus 
and Tehran were primarily in' 
Arab interests, “and this can mean 
that under certain circumstances 
Syria can use its influence in Teh- 
ran in favour of moderate Arab 
circles." 

But if the Arab states failed to 

S rrsuade Syria to mediate in the 
ulf war, the paper said. they a 
would opt for a middle solution:* 
“Reopening of the Iraq ofl pip- 
eline through Syria to the Med- 
iterranean." which the Syrians 
closed in 1982. 

"The current Amraan-Baghdad 
and Amman- Damascus exc- 
hanges show that the road to reo- 
pening of the pipeline is being 
paved.” the Kayhan commentary 
said. 


Confusion clouds reported U.S. 
plans to revive Mideast diplomacy 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Pre- 
sident Ronald Reagan's adm- 
inistration has set out to address 
reports that Secretary of State 
George P. Shultz may be ready to 
embark on a new diplomatic ven- 
ture to the Middle East. 

But conflicting statements from 
the White House and the State 
Department on Thursday left the 
situation unclear. And there was 
no additional word from Mr. 
Shultz, who was attending a 
NATO meeting in Halifax. Can- 
ada. on bow he felt about res- 
uming what for him has been an 
unpleasant and difficult role. 

The confusion stemmed from a 
fresh round of media reports that 
Mr. Shultz was giving con- 
sideration to a trip to the Middle 
East next month. He already is 
planning to go to the Philippines 
to meet with South-East .Asian 
foreign ministers and conld add 
Israel and several Arab countries 
to his itinerary. 

That's what Mr. Shultz did in 
1 y83 when he went to Asia, and 
again last year after attending 


talks with U.S. allies in West 
Germany and Portugal. The trips 
did not break the Arab-Israeli 
deadlock, compounding the fru- 
stration left by the collapse of an 
agreement negotiated by the sec- 
retary of state between Israel and 
Lebanon. 

“We understood be did not 
want to commit himself again unl- 
ess there was some hope," an exp- 
erienced Middle Eastern dip- 
lomat. who spoke freely under 
conditions of anonymity, said 
Thursday." We do not expect him 
to go to the Middle East soon." 

At the White House, however. 
Deputy Press Secretary Edward P. 
Djerejian told reporters: "There 
are plans for a possible visit by the 
secretary of state to foe Middle 
East." 

Asked whether a visit would be 
geared towards boosting the fla- 
gging Middle East peace effort. 
-Djerejian said the adm- 
inistration was "not at a point to 
characterise the overall objectives 
of that trip at this point." 

Djerejian, queried whether the 


trip would take place in June, rep- 
lied: “It's under consideration... 
it's in the planning stage.’’ 

But a few hours later, at the 
State Department, deputy spo- 
kesman Charles E. Redman gave 
a different account of where the 
situation stood. 

“The secretary has made no 
decision regarding a trip to the 
Middle East.'' he said in response 
to questions. 

Reminded that department off- 
icials last week said Mr. Shultz had 
no plans to visit the Middle East 
and that Djerejian had just said 
planning was under way — Red- 
man said "there's no decision" 
and "to me that means tile same 
tiling" as no plans. 

Mr. Shultz, arriving Wednesday 
in Halifax, gave an ambiguous 
response when questioned about 
the travel report. 

"We are always ready to push 
the peace process along.” he said. 
“On the other hand, you can't 
force events that aren't there. If

Moscow seen as boosting 
support for Damascus 


DAMASCUS (Agencies) — The 
Soviet Union, uneasy over U.S. 
mutierings against Syria, seems 
determined not to let Syria bec- 
ome y target of the kind of U.S. 
military action launched against 
Libya last month, diplomats said. 

Washington officials, including 
President Ronald Reagan, -have 
hinted a Libya-type “reprisal" 
would not be ruled out if there 
were hard proof that Syria aided 
■ international terrorism." 

Israel has also been warning 
Syria against harbouring “ter- 
rorists." 

The Kremlin has said any attack 
on Syria would have “incalculable 
consequences” and its stance was 
underlined by Soviet leader Mik- 
hail Gorbachev in talks with Syr- 
ian Vice-President Abdul Halim 
Khaddam. who returned to Dam-, 
asciis Thursday night. 

Mr. Khaddam was acc- 
ompanied in Moscow by Syrian 
Army Chief of Staff Major- 
General Hikinat Shebabt Their 

visit coincided with one by Libyan 
number two Abdul Salam Jaitoud 

^Mr^Gorbachev told Mr. Kba- 
ddam that in view' of "escalating 


threats" from the United States 
and Israel, Moscow was con- 
sidering an increase in defensive 
military aid to Damascus in line 
with their 1980 cooperation and 
friendship treaty. 

The Soviet Union has been 
Syria's sole arms supplier since the 
1950s. It already has about 500 
Soviet- made combat aircraft, 
more than 4.000 tanks, and large 
□umbers of anti-aircraft missiles. 

Details of the friendship treaty, 
valid for 20 years, are secret, but 
diplomatic sources say it commits 
Moscow to supplying all Syria's 
arms requirements according to 
Soviet assessments of what types 
and quantities of weapons ate 
needed. 

Syrian newspapers said Mr. 
Khaddam and Gen. Shehabi went 
straight into a meeting with Pre- 
sklent Hafez AJ Assad Thursday 
night to brief him cm tile Moscow 
talks, official lv reported here as 
“arousing Syria's full sat- 
isfaction.” 

They said Mr. Khaddam del- 
ivered a message to Mr. Assad 
from Mr. Gorbachev and Soviet- 
Syrian views were " identical on all 
topics under discussion.” 


Kohl cleared 
of suspicion 
of perjury 

BONN ( R) — West German Cha- 
ncel lor Helmut Kohl was cleared 
on Friday in the second of two 
separate legal investigations into 
allegations that he lied to par- 
liamentary enquiries into illicit 
political party donations. 

The Bonn state prosecutors’ off- 
ice said m a statement that a 
three-month investigation had 
yielded no evidence to support the 
allegations. 

The decision came 10 days after 
state prosecutors in Koblenz cle- 
ared Dr. Kohl of similar perjury 
allegations. 

The investigations were the first 
to be conducted against an inc- 
umbent chancellor and had con- 
tributed to a slump in Dr. Kohl’s 
popularity ahead of state elections 
in two weeks’ time in Lower Sax- 
ony and national elections next 
January., 

They were based on allegations 
lodged against the Christian 
Democratic (CDU) chancellor by 
lawyer Otto Schfly, a prominent 
member of the radical Greens 
Party.

Amal- Palestinian battles heat up; 
toll rises to 33 dead, 222 injured 


BEIRUT (AP) — Shfite Amal 
militiamen and Palestinian tig- 
hten battled with tanks and mor- 
tars at Beirut's refugee camps on 
Friday and police said the casualty 
toll rose to 53 killed and 222 wou- 
nded. 

A land mine exploded in a jeep 
of the Israeli-aided South Leb- 
anon Army (SLA) militia near the 
town of Jezzine, killing SLA Chief 
Sergeant NabD Yousef and wou- 
nding two soldiers, reporters said 
from, the scene. 

•• The Vokc of Hope’ radio station 
of the SLA said the mine went off 
at 10 a.m. as Sgt. Yousef and his 
patrolmen drove along a road west 
of Jezzine. which is 26 kilometres 
north of the border with Israel. 

In Beirut, police said two per- 
sons were killed and seven wou- 
nded in a day-long clashes bet- 
ween Palestinians and irregulars 
of Justice Minister Nabih Beni's 
mainstream Amal militia. 

This raised the overall casualty 
toll to 33 killed and 22 wounded 
from both sides since the current 
round of the one-year-old int- 
ermittent war for control of the 


camps broke out May 19. 

Amal. which is backed by Syria, 
says it is trying to prevent the Pal- 
estine Liberation Organisation - 
(PLO) from regaining the Leb- 
anon power base it lost in Israel's 
1982 invasion. 

Amal spokesman charge the 
PLO has been smuggling weapons 
into west Beirut’s shantytowns of 
Sabra. Shatflla and Bourj Al Bar- 
ajneh for a comeback bid. 

Amal militiamen pounded the 
Bourj _AI Barajneh shantytown 
with Syrian -supplied T-54 tank 
cannons and 120 -kilometre mor- 
tars to dislodge fighters from 
newly captured highrise apa- 
rtment buildings overlooking the 
main highway to Beirut’s" int- 
ernational airport. 

Sustained mortar barrages also 
rained on the Shatilia camp from 
Amal positions on the fringes of 
the sprawling camp. 

Palestinians fired rocket- 
propelled grenades and machine 
guns. 

A guerrilla spokesman, who 
requested anonymity, said the 
Palestinians plan no breakout 


from their camps. 

"We took the high buildings 
because Amal had used them .is 
sniping nests against the camps. 
We do not have plans to expand 
the conf ran ta tion the spo- 
kesman said. 

The mine explosion near Jez- 
zine. the second attack against the 
SLA in as many days, signals an 
escalation of guerrilla warfare aga- 
inst the pro-Israeli militia in vol- 
atile South Lebanon. 

Police said SLA gunners pou- 
nded the villages of Jarjou. Arab. 
Salim and Kfar Roummao with 
U S . -made howitzers shortly after 
the mine blast, inflicting con- 
siderable material da mage’ bui no 
casualties. 

It was near Kfar Rouraman. 12 
kilometres north of the Israeli fro- 
ntier. that the bodies of five SLA 
militiamen were found hv Israeli 
troops on Thursday. 

Amal said in a communique its 
fighters killed the five SLA men in 
an ambush near Kfar Roumman at

the Middle East problem. 

The Crown Pi incc «:*y that 
the United States' and inc- 
reasingly European focus on the 
issue of terrorism was hindering 
the peace process by diverting att- 
ention from the causes and roots 
of terrorism. He pointed out that 
the continuing failure to reach a 
political solution to the Arab- 
Israeli conflict only hastened the 
coming of a fanatical religious 
confrontation between the forces 
of Jewish extremism and Islamic 
fundamentalism, a development 
which threatens to "reduce the 
Middle East to a zone of ese- 
rlasting confrontation."

Novosti chief casts doubt on 
Reagan-Gorbachev summit 


BONN (Agencies) — The head of 
the Soviet news agency Novosti 
said on Friday he was sceptical 
about a U -Soviet summit mee- 
ting taking place this year if Was- 
hington maintains its current nuc- 
lear arms policy. 

Valentin Faint, general director 
of the number two Soviet gov- 
ernment news agency, also said 
the United States was purposely 
blocking attempts to negotiate b 
nuclear disarmament treaty. 

Mr. Falin spoke to a news con- 
ference at the Soviet embassy in 
Bonn . He was in the West German 
capital to attend the meetings of 
the International Physicians for 
the Prevention of Nuclear War, in 
nearby Cologne. 

“The United States wants to 
block everything that affects its 
freedom and own interests, which 


they, in their opinion, consider 
correct,” Mr. Falin said. 

In referring to U.S. plans to 
scrap the SALT II agreement, Mr. 
Falin said: “The United States is 
,nor trying to bring (the East and 
West) closer together, they are 
trying to drive both sides further 
apart.” 

“If the United States continues 
its restrictive attitude to dis- 
armament, I am not sure the 
summit will take place.*' Mr. Falin 
said. 

Mr. Falin criticised what he cal- 
led the American rejection of 
negotiations on a nuclear test ban. 

He also made clear Moscow was 
not ready to respond to U.S. dem- 
ands that it change its conduct 
under the SALT agreement and 
halt alleged violations if it wanted 
to preserve the accord. 


130 Chernobyl victims 
discharged from hospital 


MOSCOW l AP) — A Soviet doc- 
tor said on Friday that nearly half 
of the 299 people hospitalised in 
the Chernobyl nuclear disaster 
have been discharged. 

US . bone marrow specialist Dr. 
Richard Gale, who has helped 
treat disaster victims in Moscow, 
meanwhile, planned a tip to Kiev 
to check cat other victims and to 
work out a programme to care for 
them “for the rest of their lives." 

Dr. Gale said in a telephone' int- 
erview late Thursday that 23 peo- 
ple had died as a result of the dis- 
aster. He said about 55 patients in 
Moscow who were exposed to rad- 
iation are in serious condition, 
with 14 of them critical. 

"We expect to see a few more, 
but not many more fatalities,” he 
said. 

Dr. Angelina Guskova, chief 
radiologist at Moscow!s No. 6 
hospital, where many victims of 
the April 26 disaster have been 
treated, told toe official news age- 
ncy TASS feat 130 of the 299 


people hospitalised have been dis- 
charged. 

Dr. Guskova said that at least, 
two women were among the pat- 
ients who were hospitalised after 
the accident. While Dr. Gale said 
Thursday that at least one woman 
had died. Dr. Guskova said exp- 
erience in the disaster had shown 
that the female anatomy combats 
the effects of radiation.. abetter 
than the male. 

Meanwhile, Radio Moscow 
reported early Friday that the 
“intact reactors" of the four- 
reactor power station 130 kil- 
ometres north of Kiev wOl be back 
on line by the end of the year. 

Earlier reports said the No. 1 
■and No. 2 reactors would be res- 
tarted this year, but made no ref- 
erence to plang for the No. 3 rea- 
ctor, also said to be undamaged 
but housed in a building adjacent 
to the ruined No. 4 block.

NATO takes up Soviet 
call for disarmament 


HALIFAX. Nova Scotia (R) — 
NATO foreign ministers on Fri- 
day took up Soviet leader Mikhail 
Gorbachev's challenge for dis- 
armament in Europe, setting up a 
new body 10 propose ambitious 
new steps in conventional arms 
control. 

In a special statement due to be 
issued at the end of a two-day 
meeting here and made available 
'to Reuters, the 16 NATO foreign 
ministers said a senior working 
group would build on current 
Western proposals for troop cuts 
in Central Europe and 
confidence-building measures to 
reduce the risk of war. 

The document said NATO 
would take account of Mr. Gor- 
bachev's April 18 statement spe- 
lling out Soviet readiness for red* 
uctions in non-nuclear forces. The 
working group would report in 
October, before an expected 
major East- West foreign min- 
isters' conference in Vienna in 
November, officials said.

At the Halifax meeting U 5. off- 
icials appeared to be telling Ame- 
rica’s allies that the SALT- II tre- 
aty. a symbol of superpower res- 
traint in the nuclear arms race 
since 1 979. may be- doomed by the 
end of the year. 

Secretary of State George 
Shultz told the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organisation (NATO) 
foreign ministers that the expired, 
unratified treaty was increasingly 
obsolete and a new arms control 
framework was needed. 

The European and Canadian 


ministers, here for their semi- 
annual NATO conference, made 
clear they wanted President Rea- 
gan to continue to observe the tre- 
aty as he has since he came into 
office more than five years ago. 

Mr. Shultz's briefing to the 
NATO group on Thursday, des- 
cribed by a participant who asked 
not to be identified, argued that 
the treaty had outlived its use- 
fulness. 

He repeated W ashington's cha- 
rges that SALT- 11 and other arms 
control agreements were being 
violated by the Soviet Union and 
said Mr. Reagan was concerned 
about the constitutional problem 
of adhering to a pact that had 
never received Senate approval 
and which had expired formally 
lust December. 

Mr. Reagan gave notice three 
days ago that he would not fee! 
bound by the treaty when dep- 
loyment of new aitfrome eniise 
missiles puts the United States 
above its limits late this year. 

Moscow assails NATO move 

In Moscow, meanwhile, the 
Soviet government on. Friday 
denounced an Atlantic alliance 
decision to approve U.S. pro- 
duction of new chemical weapons 
and said NATO should back its 
statements in favour of chemical 
disarmament with practical steps. 

"NATO'S chemical rea- 
rmament programme in Europe, 
which is oversaturated with deadly 
weapons of every type and variety 
as it is. is fraught with especially 
pernicious consequences." a gov- 
ernment statement said.

Papandreou: Palestinian 
attacks are not terrorism 






ATHENS (R) — Greek Prime Minister Andreas 
Papandreou said Friday that attacks carried out by 
Palestinians did not constitute terrorism and called 
■for an international conference to define guerrilla 
violence. 


In a reference to U.S. strikes on 
Libya, be told parliament that for 
him terrorism meant attempts by 
one country to destabilise ano- 
ther. In this category he putJJ.S. 
involvement in Nicaragua and 
Soviet intervention in Afg- 
hanistan. 

“Violence connected with nat- 
ional or liberation struggles is not 
terrorism.'’ Mr. Papandreou said 
during a debate on guerrilla vio- 
lence. “Terrorism is... the des- 
tabilisation of the political status 
quo of one country by another." 

“The Palestinians must have a 
homeland with guaranteed and 
secure borders,” he said. “Until, 
they do, violence in our region will 
continue." 


“We propose an international 
conference to define terrorism 
and agree measures to combat it 
once and for all,” he added. 

Mr. Papandreou, who received 
Syrian President Hafez A1 Assad 
in Athens earlier this week despite 
Western cl aims that Damascus 
supports "terrorism," tokl par- 
liament he totally rejected the 
idea of compiling lists of states all- 
eged to sponsor violence. 


Mr. Papandreou last month ref- 
used to implement a European 
Community decision to Emit the 
activities jjI Libyan diplomats on 
its soil because he said he did not 
have proof that T ripoli was behind 
violent acts.

“Who are we or anyone else to 
say that this or that country sup- 
ports terrorism?” he asked. “It 
just serves the interests of one big 
country and if you sign the list you 
stop having your own foreign pol- 
icy.” 


Mr- Papandreou said that since 
there was no internationally acc- 
epted definition of terrorism, one 
had to differentiate' between vio- 
lence in war, violence connected 
with national struggles and self- 
determination . and state violence. 

He said it was necessary to det- 
ermine which of these acts were 
criminal and therefore terrorist 
and which were political and the- 
refore not terrorist.

The Greek leader accused the 
United States of trying to impose 
its own law and conception of ter- 
rorism on other countries by try- 
ing to bring before American cou- 
rts people involved in crimes arr- 


ested outside the United States. 

He said the United States was 
assigning itself the task of world 
policing against terrorism, which 
was a dangerous sign. 

Conservative opposition leader 
Constantine Mitsotakis accused 
Mr. Papandreou of making Gre- 
ece a “haven for international ter- 
rorists." Mr. -Assad's visit had 
taken place at the wrong time, he 
said. 


PLO official predicts 
Palestinian talks in June 


BUDAPEST (R) —A senior Pal- 
estine Liberation Organisation 
(PLO) official Friday predicted a 
meeting of Palestinian resistance 
groups m Algers next month. 

Sal ah Khalaf, a Central Com- 
mittee member of the PLO's 
Fateh group and top adviser to 
PLO chief Yasser Arafat said it 
was up to Syria and Libya whether 
all the groups, some rivals, would 
attend such a meeting called by

also known by his nom de guerre 
Abu lyad, said in Tunis that five ■

Security Council extends 
Golan force’s mandate 


UNITED NATIONS (AP) —The 
U.N. Security Council has voted 
unanimously and without debate 
to extend the life of the 12- 
year-old UN. military observer 
force on the Syrian Golan Heights 
for another six months. 

The new mandate for the four- 
nation, 1325-man U.N. Dis- 
engagement Observer Force 
(UN DOF), runs to Nov. 30. 

Both Syria and Israel agreed to 
renewal of the mandate without 
calling attention to recent hei- 
ghtened tensions between the two 
countries overconstruction of new 
Syrian tank emplacements in sou- 
thern Lebanon. 

After the 15-0 vote. Council 
President James V. Gbeho of 
Ghana read a statement endorsing 
that part of Secretaiy-Gene ral 
Javier Perez de Cuellar's' latest 


UN DOF report that stated: 

"Despite the present quiet in 
the Israel-Syrian sector, the sit- 
uation in the Middle East as a 
whole continues to be potentially 
dangerous and is like to remain so, 
unless and until a comprehensive 
settlement covering all aspects of 
the Middle East problem can be 
reached ” 

UN DOF was established in 
May. 1974, as part of a dis- 
engagement agreement worked 
out between Israel and Syria by 
the then-U.S. Secretary of State 
Henry Kissinger. Israel occupied 
the strategic heights from Syria in' 
1967, and it was the scene of ren- 
ewed fighting during the 1973 
Middle East war. 

UN DOFs troop contributors, 
are Austria, Canada, Finland and 
Poland.

Norwegian 
peacekeepers of the United Nat- 
ions Interim Force (n Lebanon 
( UNIFIL) clashed with a squad of 
commandos using miles to carry 
arms and explosives into the 
U.N .-con trolled area. U.N. sou- 


rces said in Tel Aviv. 

The sources said the incident 
occurred on Tuesday when a 
Norwegian patrol spotted a sus- 
picious car heading north out of 
the U.N. zone near Chebaa in the 
foothills of Mount Hermon. 14 
kilometres northeast of the Israeli 
bonier. 

The patrol opened fire after the 
occupants of the vehicle refused to 
obey orders to halt, causing it to 
crash into a ravine about 100 met- 
res from tile UN. soldiers. At the 
same time a group of 15 fighters 
started shooting at the Nor- 
wegians from a nearby hillside. 

The Norwegians called for rei- 
nforcements but the fighters esc- 
aped northwards out of the 
UNIFIL zone. According to the 
U.N. sources, the occupants of the 
car. one of them apparently wou- 
nded. also escaped. 


Later. U.N. soldiers searched 
the area. At the site of the car 
crash they found rifles, hand gre- 
nades. Katyusha rockets and 
video recorders. On the hillside, 
where the l :»-.man squad had ope- 
ned fire, they found three loaded 
Katyusha rocket launchers.

Following were the question 'and 
answer: 

Question: Does the United Sta- 
tes have any information that the 
Israelis are settling some of the 
Ethiopian Jews — the Falashas — 
in the West Bank? And also, was 
there an understanding with the 
United States that there would be 
no such settlement of the Falashas 
in the occupied territories? 

Answer: We understand that 
some Ethiopian Jewish refugee 
families have been placed in set- 
tlements in the occupied ter- 
ritories. We have raised our opp- 
osition to such settlement activity, 
prior to their movement to tiie ter- 
ritories and subsequently, within 
the context of our long-standing 
policy toward any settlement act- 
ivity with both governmental and 
non-governmental Israeli age- 
ncies involved. Wc are confident 
that our views are well understood 
on this issue. 


Jalloud 
ends visit 
to Moscow 


MOSCOW (Agencies) — Libyan 
leader Muammar Qadhafi’s dep- 
uty, Abdul Sal am Jalloud. left 
Moscow Friday after a visit which 
included talks with Soviet leader 
Mikhail Gorbachev and Defence 
Minister Sergei Sokolov. 

The Soviet news agency TASS 
said Maj. Jalloud was seen off at 
the airport by Marshal Sokolov 
and Prime Minister Nikolai Ryz- 
hkov. 

Maj. Jalloud arrived last Mon- 
day on a trip which coincided with 
a visit by Syrian Vice-President 
Abdul Halim Khaddam 

Arab sources and Western dip- 
lomats said tiie two main topics of 
the visits were the Gulf war and 
what the official Soviet media 
have depicted as a possible US. or 
Israeli attack on Syria or Palestine 
Liberation Organisation (PLO) 
bases. 

Maj. Jalloud and Mr. Khaddam 
both received pledges of con- 
tinued support from Mr. Gor- 
bachev. Syria has been bound to 
the Soviet Union by a friendship 
treaty since 1 980, but Mioscow has 
held back from si gning a s imilar 
accord with Libya. 


KlwriHam departs 


Mr. Khaddam left the -Soviet 
Union on Thursday after app- 
arently securing further military 
aid from the Kremlin following 
what Soviet officials have called 
US- and Israeli threats against 
Moscow’s Arab ally. 

TASS said Mr. Khaddam, who 
arrived Tbesday, was seen off at 
the airport by Soviet Foreign Min- 
ister Eduard Shevardnadze. 

Neither Radio Moscow nor 
TASS reports on Maj. Jalioucfs 
meetings here made dear whether 
new arms shi pmen ts to Libya have 
been agreed to. 


Maj. Jalloud' met Wednesday 
with Mr. Ryzhkov and Marshal 
Sokolov, a day after being rec- 
eived in the Kremlin by Soviet 
leader Mikha il Gorbachev. Few 
details of those meetings were dis- 
closed in reports by TASS. 

Mr. Ryzhkov and Maj. Jalloud 
discussed “further steps to str- 
engthen the defence capabilities 
of Libya in conditions of con- 
tinuing military pressure by Ame- 
rican militaristic circles," Radio 
Moscow said. 


TASS on Wednesday night rep- 
orted that a Kremlin dinner was 
held in honour of Mr. Khaddam 
during which President Andrei 
Gromyko “declared that in kee- 
ping with the Syrian-Soviet treaty 
of 1980, the Soviet Union's help 
to Syria, including assistance with 
developing its national economy 
and strengthening its defence cap- 
ability. has been given and will 
continue to be given.” 


A TASS report on a meeting 
between Mr. Khaddam and Mr. 
Gorbachev said the two discussed 
increased military assistance “in 
view of tiie escalating threats from 
US. imperialism and Israel aga- 
inst Syria." 

Specific terms of arms agr- 
eements are never reported pub- 
licly by the Soviets, although Syria 
and Libya reportedly receive mil- 
itary aid from the Kremlin. 1 


Shamir denies ordering 
two Palestinian captives 


killing # 
in Gaza 




TEL AVIV (R) — Israeli Foreign 
Minister Yitzhak Shamir has den- 
ied that as prime minister he ord- 
ered the killing of two Arab com- 
mandos captured in a 1984 bus 
hijacking but refused to disclose 
his role m the incident. 

“It is not true, but I cannot go 
into details,” he said Thursday in 
* response to the allegations by an 
unid entified senior minister quo- 
ted on state television. 


Asked on television whether he 
was involved in a cover-up, Sha- 
mir said: "I can only say I carried 
out my duties as prime minister 
and acted within the framework of 
my post." . 

As Israel's leader, Shamir was 
responsible for interna! security at 
the time the bus was hijacked to 
Gaza. The military at first said all 
fouf gunmen had been killed when 
troops stormed the bus but new- 


spaper photographs showed two 
were led away alive. 

Official inquiries found they 
were later beaten to death. 

Attorney-General Yitzhak 
Zamir this week ordered police to 
investigate tiie role in the affair of 
Avraham Shalom, chief of the 
Shin Bed internal security service. 
The move touched off a political 
furore and was opposed by Prime 
■ Minis ter Shimon Peres and other 
cabinet members on grounds it 
will threaten national security. 

Peres, who was in the Labour 
Party opposition in 1984, said that 
after taking office he bad not rec- 
eived any information about the 
hijacking. 

He told state radio that he rej- 
ected an offer by Shalom to resign 
after the controversy erupted on . 
Sunday.

Italy extends crackdown to 
prominent Libyans 


ROME (AP) — Italy has ext- 
ended a crackdown on Libyans liv- 
ing here to influential bus- 
inessmen including the head of the 
Rome office of the state-run air- 
line and an official of the Libyan 
company that holds a large chunk 
of Italian auto-giant FIAT. 

Rome police spokesman Ric- 
cardo Infelisi said Friday that exp- 
ulsion orders had been signed for 
28 Libyans designated as “und- 
esirable." although 16 of 'that 
number had already left the cou- 
ntry by tiie time the order came 
down Thursday. - 

"They apparently had an idea 
that the order was- coming,” he 
said of the departed Libyans. The 
other 12 have been told to leave 
by June lor risk arrest, he added. 

Infelisi refused to elaborate on 
why authorities deemed them 
"undesirable.”

No settlement drive expected after Peres'" 


ALFEI MENASHE, occupied 
West Bank (AP) — Right-wing 
Likud leader Yitzhak S hamir has 
told Jewish settlers in the occupied 
West Bank not to expect a new 
settlement drive when he becomes 
prime minister in October. 

S hamir , who is currently for- 
eign minister, is -scheduled to 
switch jobs with Prime Minister 
Shimon Peres under a power-' 
sharing agreement between the 
Likud and Peres' Labour Party. 

“I don't have pretensions of 
bringing about revolutions when I 
return to the post of prune min- 
ister,” said Shamir, who was pre- 
mier for one year before the 1984 
elections. 

“You must remember that it 
will not be a new government, 
there will be no change in its com- 
position or policy — economic or 
defence,” he tokl an audience in 
this settlement 30 kilometres east 
of Tel Aviv. 

The September 1984 coalition 
agreement forged between the 
two parties because neither had 
enough support to rule alone lim- 
ited to 28 tne number of new set- 
tlements to be established during 
the government’s four-year term. 
So & only four have been built 
and two others are under con- 


struction. 

The decision to limit tile num- 
ber of settlements was motivated 
both by severe government spe- 
nding cuts under an austerity pro- 
gramme to reduce infla tion and as 
a compromise between the two 
ideologically opposed parties. 

■ The Labour J^arty has expressed- 
w illingn ess to trade parts* iof'-thtf- 
West Bank for peace with Jordan, 
while Likud refuses to relinquish 
any territory occupied from Jor- 
dan in the 1967 war. 

Settlement leaders warned of 
armed insurrection last year when 
Peres raised tiie possibility of ret- 
urning land to Jordan. 

Soon after 1967 religious and 
nationalist Jews began an ide- 
alistic drive to populate the occ- 
upied lands. But it did not take 
root until the Likud- came to 
power 10 years later for the fust 
. time in Israel’s history. •

phet Mohammad: "Visit the gra- 
ves because they remind you of 
death"

respect- for the sanctity of gra-

Many women are imp- 
roperly dressed, some half naked, 
and thereby attract the attention 
of visitors which make the purpose 
of the visit invalid, the Mufti con- 
tinued. 

Sheikh Khatib stressed that 
women visiting graves is not fav- 
oured in Islam but he said it is 
permitted for old women who can 
also attend prayers at the mosque. 
If women visit graveyards to 
renew their grief and to cry and 
weep, then it is prohibited, but if 
their visit was aimed at rem- 
embering death then it can be 
made, although it is not favoured 
by Islam, he said. 

For these reasons. Sheikh Kha- 
tib said that it is not proper to visit 
graves during Islamic feasts bec- 
ause the atmosphere in graveyards 
is not in keeping with the tenets of 
the Islamic faith. He also said that 
people should be more aware 
about the importance of abiding 
by Islamic tea chings when visi ting 
graves and that this could be done 
through guidance. 


AMMAN (J.T.) -As US. police 
continue their investigations into 
the murder of Dr. and Mrs. Ismail 
AI Farouqi who were killed in 
their Philadelphia home on Tue- 
sday, toe U embassy in Amman 
issued a statement to the Jordan 
Times saying that according to 
information they have received, 
police are inclined to believe that 
toe murder was a burglary, not a 
political crime as has been rep- 
orted in the local media. 

The public affairs officer at the 
American Centre in Amman . Mr. 
John Wilcox, quoted police as say- 
ing that there nave bora a series of 
lafe night burglaries in the Far- 
ouqfs area over toe past two 
weeks and that there is no evi- 
dence at this time to suggest this 
heinous crime was politically- 
motivated. 

An AP dispatch from Wyncote. 
Pennsylvania. Thursday quoted 
the district coroner as saying the 
stabbing of the Islamic scholar and 
his wife were the work of a killer 
“filled with hate and rage" but 
police said they had not discarded 
toe idea of a botched burglary. 

“We don’t know which way it 
is," said Detective William Smith, 
one of two dozen investigators 
studying the deaths of Dt. Far- 
ouqi, a Temple University religion 
professor, and his American-bom 
wife, Lois, who taught part-time at 


Temple. 

They were kiiled with a long, 
serrated knife, in their suburban 
Philadelphia home on Tuesday. 
Their 27-year-old pregnant dau- 
ghter was stabbed six times and 
has been hospitalised. 

Dr, Theodore Garcia, Mon- 
tgomery County coroner, said the 
autopsies and an examination of 
the couple's home showed the ass- 
ailant went in and slashed these 
people and walked out. “U was 
absolutely an assassination by a 
killer filled with hate and rage. 
No-one hacks away with a jungle- 
type knife so deliberately, intent 
on killing, and then leaves, taking 
notoing" Dr. Garcia said. 

Police say Mrs. Farouqi wa* thy 
first victim, coming downsiaris 
when she heard noise and meeting 
the attacker. 

The AI Farouqis daughter. 
Mrs. An mar AJ Zein. who w as vis- 
iting. confronted the attacker 
when she heard her mother's scr- 
eams and was chased through the 
house, waking up the professor, 
police said. 

Mrs. Zein, who is two months' 
pregnant, required 20U stitches in 
her chest and arms. Dr. Garci.i 
said. She was reported in fair con- 
dition in a hospital.

JD 450,000 to be spent on restoring 
tombs of Prophets companions 


AMMAN (J.T.) — The gov- 
ernment has al located J D 450^000 
to be spent in 1986 on restoration 
work on the tombs of the Prophet 
Mohammad’s companions. Min- 
ister of Awqaf and Islamic Affairs 
Abdul Aziz Khayyat announced 
in a newspaper interview pub- 
lished Friday. 

He said that the allocation was 
made upon directives from His 
Majesty King Hussein who ins- 
tructed the government to restore 
these sites in view of the imp- 
ortance of the companions in Isl- 
amic history. 

Restoring one of the tombs, that 
of Abi Ubeida Amer Ibn AI Jar- 
rah in the Jordan Valley, involves 
buikltnga mosque. an Islamic cen- 
tre and a resthouse landscaping 
gardens near the tomb, the min- 
ister wasquoted as saying. He said 
that the cabinet-has set up a com- 
mittee. which groups four min- 


isters and three engineers from 
Jordan and Arab slates, to sup- 
ervise the project. 

Zakat Fund 

In the same interview with the 
AI Dustour Arabic newspaper 
daily, the minister said that his 
ministry has prepared plans to : 
make compulsory the payment of i 
Zakat (alms) by all Muslim people 
for the benefitof the poor. He said I 
that Awqaf funds are being im- , 
eslcd in economic projects such as j 
constructing buildings to be ren- 
ted to public businesses, dev- 
eloping agricultural land and 
promoting tourism. 

The minister said that the prime 
minister has allocated J D5UU.UIJH 
for restoring the Dome of the 
Rock in Jerusalem which has sun-, 
tained some damage.

Government okays JPMC 
takeover bid for JFIC 


AMMAN (J.T.) — The gov- 
ernment has approved procedures 
for the merger erf the Jordan Fer- 
tiliser Industry Company (JFIC) 
with the Jordan Phosphates Mines 
Company (JPMC) with the latter, 
buying all toe JFIC assets and tak- 
ing responsibility for its ope- 
rations, the JPMC announced 
Thursday. 

The announcement was made 
by JPMCs board member Wasef 
Azar, who is also the company's 
director general. 

He said that the government, 
which is keen on maintaining the 
fertiliser industry as one of the 
basic element in the national eco- 
nomy and also on protecting the 
rights of the shareholders of the 
JFIC, has approved toe merger. 

In the process, the JPMC wall be 
shouldering a commitment of J D 
60 milli on which includes the ass- 
ets and toe losses of the JFIC and 
will also offer compensation to the 
JFIC's shareholders in accordance 
with a cabinet decision . Accord ing 
to this decision . he said, the JPMC 
will be the sole owner of the JFIC, 
after the shareholders have been 
compensated. 

According to Mr. Azar. the 
JFIC has sustained cumulative 
losses over the years due to a drop 
in world fertiliser prices. 

He said that cumulative losses 
sustained by the JFIC by the end 
of 1985 amounted to JD 39.62 


million. The company sustained a 
loss of JD 6.4 million in the first 
quarter of I9S6 alone and last 
month's loss amounts to JD l.r» 
nil lion. Mr. .Azar continued. 

He went on to say that by the 
end of September this year, the 
company is expected lo lose all of 
its capital and will be shouldering 
commitments totalling JD NO 
million. 

The final report about the com- 
pany’s operations revealed that it 
sold nearly 85 .000 tonnes of fer- 
tilisers to India. China. Italy. Pak- 
istan. Saudi Arabia. Australia. 
France and Malaysia during Iv85. 
It also said that the company's 
total assets were JD 123-39-30? 
at the end of last year and the total 
loss incurred in I ^85 amounted to 
JD 21.001.624. 

According to Sawt AI Shaab 
Arabic daily newspaper, a total of 
6? Jordanian companies made 
profits totalling JD 65.227.8^1 
and 19 sustained losses totalling 
JD 1 2.1 69.4W during 1985. 
These are among 1 28 companies 
registered with the Amman Fin- 
ancial Market i AFM) during the 
past year, the report continued. 
The report also said that 51 of 
those companies making, profits 
distributed dividends ti.« sha- 
reholders amounting to JD 
28.1 72-280. It also said that the 
Arab Bank registered the highest 
profit of JD 28.91 5.072.

Al Rai: Far-sighted remarks 

IN A television interview marked with total frankness. His Royal 
Highness Crown Prince Hassan spoke about the Palestine question 
and its importance for Jordan. He said that Jordan's main concern is 
to achieve the liberation of the occupied Arab lands through the 
implementation of the United Nations resolutions, and he reiterated 
that Jordan would continue to support the PLO within the 
Jordan ian-Palesdnian accord, and noted that resumption of a dia- 
logue with the PLO can take place only when the latter recognises 
U.N. resolutions. 

Prince Hassan also warned that the region will be facing more 
extremism and terrorism if the Palestine question remains unr- 
esolved and said that the root causes of terrorism should be removed 
first so that peace and security can prevail. He said Jordan is still 
committed to supporting the PLO wi thin the Amman accord and will 
do all it can to help bring about a just and durable settlement to the 
conflict in the region. 

Peace based on justice can end all forms of terrorism, and the 
international community is bound to help the people of this region to 
live in peace. 

Al Dus tour: Positive Arab response needed 

KING Hussein and the Arab League secretary general both have 
been exerting serious efforts in recent days to convene and Arab 
summit. The King has been trying hard to remove differences among 
Arab states and the Arab League secretary general has been making 
contacts for holding an Arab foreign ministers' conference in June to 
pave the way for the summit. King Hussein's efforts in particular 
have been given prominence in the Arab press which paid tribute to 
his sincere efforts to bring Iraq and Syria. together and end inter- 
Arab differences. 

King Hussein has realised that the key to the summit is a rec- 
onciliation among Arab countries and their leaders, particularly 
between Damascus and Baghdad. All previous attempts to hold a 
summit have failed because of persistent differences between these 
two capitals. We appreciate King Hussein’s endeavours and welcome 
any positive response by Arab countries to the A rab League's call for 
a foreign ministers' conference in Morocco next month. We hope 
that such meetings will finally re- institute joint Arab action. 

San'i A/ Sha ah: Jordan’s priority 

JORDAN feels that the end of occupation in the Arab territories is 
the first priority for achieving peace in the region because this means 
a liberation of Arab land and safeguarding the Arab identity and 
dignity. This was dearly pointed out in Prince Hassan's television 
interview with the BBC. He said Jordan, which has had a long and 
bitter experiment with the consequences of occupation, strives bard 
to achieve peace. Jordan, he said, is therefore committed to work 
hand in hand with the Palestinians and all Arabs to save the land and 
to preserve Arab dignity and interests. In his interview. Prince Has- 
san said the Palestinians have to put their bouse in order and should 
work towards finding a solution to end occupation. The Palestinians 
should be involved with the Jordanians and the Syrians and other 
Arabs in an international conference for peace. Prince Hassan war- 
ned that any freezing of the Palestine problem would lead to further 
violence and the disintegration of countries into mini-states with 
catastrophic consequences for peace.

Al Ra'i: One family and one nation 

THE Govemoratc of Mafraq had an appointment with the nation's 
leader on Wednesday who paid an inspection visit to it to enquire 
after the affairs of his people. The visit and the meeting manifested 
the true love between King Hussein and his people and reflected the 
monarch's desire to remain committed towards serving his nation. 

The Mafraq meeting was another link in the long chain of contacts 
between the ruler and the people and a translation Of the mutual 
confidence between them and a determination on the part of both 
sides for pursuing the march towards prosperity and progress. 

This meeting. I ike. the ones before, it is bound to further bolster ties 
between the two sides and enhance cohesion among the united 
Jordanian family behind its leader. King Hussein's keenness on 
meeting with his people in every part of Jordan is an expression of hi* 
desire to maintain his strong links with the citizens of Jordan who are 
his family and his nation. 

Al Dustour: Terrorism right in the U.S. 

ONLY a few miles from Washington, which is now involved in a 
crusade against terrorism, an Arab- American scholar was ass- 
assinated. only because be was calling for the establishment of jus- 
tice. right and peace. Dr. IsmaiJ Al Farouqi was killed, like Alex 
Odeh. another Arab American, without a voice being heard in the 
American capital denouncing either murder, or any finger rising to 
question this brutal action. 

We are pained to see Dr. Farouqi killed, but we are more dep- 
ressed to see the American criteria of principles reversed and dis- 
torted to an extreme whenever anything has to do with the Arabs and 
their affairs in the Arab countries or in the United States. Those 
Arabs living in America, although they are full citizens, are denied 
full rights like the others, and it seems that no one questions any harm 
done to them. The United States, which has taken upon itself, the 
task of fighting terrorism, is witnessing terrorist actions being com- 
mitted on its territory against Arab- Americans but stDJ it fails to do 
anything to deal with the situation, and instead sends its gunboats to 
attack other countries accused of terrorist acts. 


Prince Hassan: Our priority is to liberate the 
occupied territories, restore human dignity 


“ The following is the text of an interview conducted by the British - 
Broadcasting Corporation (BBC) with His Royal Highness Crown 
Prince Hassan. The interview him broadcast Wednesday night by the 
BBC and carried by Jordan Television On Thursday evening. 


Question: Your Royal Highness. 
Mrs. Thatcher says the PLO sho- 
uld no longer be considered the 
sole representative of the Pal- 
estinian people in any Middle East 
talks. Does Jordan share that 
view? 

Answer: The fact that Mrs. Tha- 
tcher is focusing on the Palestinian 
representation is a continuation of 
her interest in initiating a dialogue 
with the Palestinians, and if you 
recell the PLO disqualified itself 
from such direct talks last year in 
London when they were expected 
to enter into discussions with the 
British foreign secretary. Then- 
position at that time of course was 
that they were not yet ready to 
accept U.N. Resolution 242. 

I think that my reading of what 
ever available press coverage, if 
that is true, is one of her not dis- 
qualifying totally the PLO. but 
effectively saying what I have just 
said ... they themselves have dis- 
qualified themselves; therefore 
we have to focus on the Pal- 
estinians per say which means the 
people in the occupied territories 
and the principal constituency of 
the Palestinians there. 

Q: But can Jordan itself take 
part in that search, and does Jor- 
dan think the time has come to say 
the PLO, for reasons you have 
given, cannot represent the Pal- 
estinian people, we must find 
other Palestinians to do that job? 
A. The context to the Jordanian- 
Palestinian accord, which His 
Majesty has clearly indicated has 
come to an end as a framework for 
our joint discussions, was one 
whereby we expected to play a 
supportive role of the PLO and as 
you know many different formulas 
have been presented (for) self- 
determination — the question of 
legitimate rights . the question 
of legitimate self-expression all 
revolve on what the Palestinians 
want, and the PLO statement as 
we saw it yesterday from Tunis 
refers to the fact that Mis. Tha- 
tcher, in a brief press conference I 
believe, mentioned the question 
of a federal arrangement, and this 
was unacceptable to the Pal- 
estinians. But what we have made 
dear is that if we speak about 
self-determination, then eff- 
ectively it is a question of the Pal- 
estinians choosing the formula of 
cooperation between Jordan and 
the Arab identity in the occupied 
territories. In that sense, . det- 
ermination leads to the confederal 
arrangement if. in the context of 
an international conferences the 
PLO, are still ready to specify 
their acceptance of U.N. Res- 
olution 242, then they would be 
once again be an active player in 
the political context. 

So I think it is too early at this 
stage to say that we disqualify any 
one from such a process on qualify 
anyone else. 

Q: Is there in fact any active play 
in this process, or do you believe 
that the negotiations of the kind 
Mrs. Thatcher was looking at or 
looking towards are unrealistic in 
the actuality of the Middle East 
potiticsj 

A: The key point is that Mrs. Tha- 
tcher has the political will to come 


out clearly and say to all parties 
that it is not a question of whether 
we try but how we try. clearly she 
has expressed the desire to keep 
the trust of all parties for which we 
admire her and indeed we admire 
the fact that she can speak so for- 
thrightly in Israel on these points 
and focus on the Palestinian dil- 
emma. Bat in terms of movement 
we hope that this initiative could 
be a prelude to joint action, pos- 
sibly in the European context, 
then possibly in the Anglo- j 
American context as well. I 

Q: Do you expect to be neg- 
otiating or does His Majesty exp- j 
ects to be negotiating with Yasser , 
Arafat of the PLO in the near fut- 
ure? j 

A.: We have made it quite clear ( 
the fact that the PLO does not 
mean what it says and until it 
means what it says in terms of acc- ‘ 
eptance of United Nations res- 
olutions we simply cannot pro- 
ceed. . 

Q: But at the same time you are 
not ready to look beyond the PLO 
to other Palestinian rep- 
resentatives. Is that your position? 

A: We have never vied for a pos- 
ition in representing the Pal- 
estinians and we have left the cho- 
ice of their representation to the 
Palestinian people themselves. As 
you know, the meeting with the 
prominent Pales tinians that Mrs. 
Thatcher held was one where most 
of the representatives expressed 
their views on the PLO. One of 
them abstained, and effectively 
the abstention was because there 
was no reference to Jordan as 
such. So, I think what we have to 
focus on, as Mr. Thatcher rightly 
pointed out, is the building up of 
that political middle ground — the 
voice of the Palestinians in the 
occupied territories. 

Q: Do you in fact think that the 
proposal for elections for West 
Bank mayor, will be a starter? 

A: This (was) proposed by the rep- j 
resen ta lives and we feel that if 
these elections have been held 
some time ago that the com- 
plexion of Palestinian rep- I 
resen tation would have been far 
more of confidence. As you know 
the tragic assassination of one of 
the mayors in recent months I 
think has caused any patriotic and . . | 
centrist leadership to feel quite" 1 
insecure. 

Q: Now as King Hussein has been 
having talks with President Assad 
of Syria to a certain extent rec- 
ently. do that in any way indicate • 
that Jordan is moving away ...Jor- 
dan is becoming part of a rej- 
ectionist camp rather than the 
camp that is in dialogue? 

A: The Syrian position that fol- 
lows U.N. will and the U.N. con- 
ference has not been one of the 
exclusion of that conference at all 
and we feel that we meet at that 
ultimate end, whereby this vehicle 
takes over as it were the question 
of pushing the peace process for- 
ward so our discussions with the 
Syrians. I think are consensual on 
that point. The problem of course 
is that the PLO is not prepared to 
come forward to make it clear that 
it would accept U.N. Resolution 
242 in tiie context of the con-

Iraq fights altitude, injuries

TOLUCA, Mexico — Despite a 
serious setback last week, little- 
fancied Iraq is still eyeing a place 
in the second round of its maiden 
World Cup, team officials said 
Wednesday. 

The Arab state, fighting a bitter 
war with neighbouring Iran, sent 
its amateurs to Mexico early this 
month, but misfortune pursued 
them. 

“ We had big problems. Friday, I 
had to send Adman Derjal Motar 
home — an important pawn who 
was to organise our defence.” 
Brazilian coach Evaristo Maced a 
said. 

The central defender suffered a 
thigh injury two weeks ago and 
was replaced at the last moment. 

Iraq opens its World Cup cam- 
paign against Paraguay, on June 4. 
Its other Group D opponents are 
Mexico and Belgium. 

Although foe team arrived May 
7. it is still experiencing some dif- 
ficulties aj listing to the rarified air 
and the different flight of foe ball 
at this, the highest World Cup 
venue some 2.700 metres above 
sea level. 

Despite the loss of Motar, Mac- 
eda is determined to keep Iraq in 
contention. “That is the way it 
goes in soccer. 1 have no choice. I 
have to come up with a solution,” 
he said. 


Maceda. foe third -Brazilian 
coach hired by Iraq since it made 
the finals last year, joined foe 
team only a week before it flew to 
Mexico. 

“We just wanted the best and 
that is why we chose Evariste,” 
Iraqi vice chairman Moayad A1 
Badry said prior to the tou- 
rnament. 

Maceda said he was still far 
from pleased with the team alt- 
hough it was reaching peak form. 

He said his squad of 22, con- 
sisting of amateurs from student, 
army and police clubs, stood good 
chance against Belgium, which 
they play June 8. 

“Belgium is unpredictable, one 
day it is very good, the other very 
bad,” Maceda said. 

To get to the second round, “we 
have beea training just as hard the 
past weeks as Brazil, France, West 
Germany or Italy. That is why I 
have good hope,” he said. 

Schooled by several Brazilian 
coaches, the Iraqis play quick soc- 
cer and use short combinations to 
outwit opponents. 

Observers, however, said foe 
Iraqi players lacked skills and 
made elementary mistakes. Iraq 
was the most secretive team until 
recently and allowed the acc- 
redited press to their training 
sions only this week. 

The players are amateurs. “The 
federation is young and the war 
does not make thing easier,” 
Moayad said.

Italy and Bulgaria face off in 
opener of the 13 th World Gup

MEXICO CITY — Four years 
after their remarkable triumph in 
Spain, Italy have foe honour of 
opening the 13th World Cup finals 
against Bulgaria Saturday in foe 
fittingly spectacular Aztec Sta- 
dium. 

Italy’s 3-1 defeat of West Ger- 
many in foe 1982 final, which fol- 
lowed impressive wins over Arg- 
entina. Brazil and Poland, had 
81 -year-old former President 
Sandro Pertini dancing a jig of del- 
ight beside King Juan Carlos in 
Madrid's Bemabeu Stadium. 

Butfoe Italian reign has been an 
unhappy one and the hig hly tal- 
ented Bulgarians will pose a con- 
siderable threat in Group A, 
which also includes 1978 World 
Cup winners Argentina and South 
Korea, 

Manager Enzo Bearzot, who 
converted the I talians into born- 
again adventurers in Spain, has 
kept faith with his 1982 squad 
despite a series of disappoin ting 
results and his line-up is likely to 
contain seven survivors of four 
years ago. 


That means AC Milan's Paolo 
Rossi scorer of six priceless goals 
in the last World Cup, will pro- 
bably lead the attack despite the 
claims of Verona striker Giuseppe 
Galderisi. the mac with whom he 
is swapping dubs next season. 

Galderisi has been foe more 
impressive in training but Bearzot 
looks on Rossi, who took time to 
adapt to the high altitude of Mex- 
ico, as a talisman and he gave a 
due to bis thinking when he said: 
“Experience will be vital, esp- 
ecially in foe opening game.” 

Bearzot tends to adopt a fat- 
herly tone whenever Rossi is men- 
tioned and he dismissed any cri- 
ticism of Italy's 1982 national 
hero by adding: “It's always har- 
der for Paolo to shine... be tends 
be marked tighter because he is a 
star.” 

The opening game traditionally 
ends in a goalless draw — Bel- 
gium’s 1-0 victory over Argentina 
in Spain being the one exception 
of recent years — and both Bea- 
rzot and Bulgarian coach Ivan 
Vutsov would not be- too dis- 
appointed if that trend continued. 

While Rossi, Bruno Cbnti, Ale- 
ssandro Altobelli and Antonio 
Cab tin i have a worldwide fol- 


lowing, the Bulgarians are largely 
unkn own abroad but they could 
be one of foe surprises of the 19&6 
tournament. 

Goalkeeper Borislav Mihailov 
is among the best in Europe, cap. 
tain Georgi Dimitrov has few 
peers as a defender and midfielder 
PI a men Gctov — foe man who 
roost worries Bearzot — is a free- 
kick specialist in the mould of 
French man Michel Platini. 

Bulgaria's relative anonymity is 
uo accident because Vutsov scoffs 
at the “star system” and he exp- 
lained his football philosophy ' 
when he said: “Once we’re on the 
field every player issubordinartto 
the tactical plan. We are not a 
team of stars. 

“ We lack bile up front but we’re 
powerful in defence and strong 
and imaginative in midfield so we 
fear no-one. I would certainly be 
disappointed if we didn’t qualify 
for the second round.” 

Though the occasion demands it 
will be a tense 90 minutes .both 
teams have the technique and nat- 
ural skills to give Mexico '86 an 
entertaining start... and it coukl be 
foe perfect stage for Rossi to re- 
discover his touch of old.

DUBAI (R) — The government 
of Dubai has taken a 16.6 percent 
stake in Middle East Bank, the 
ninth largest in die United Arab 
Emirates { UAE), in a capital inc- 
rease designed to cover ted loans, 
banking sources said. 

They said the bank raised its 
capital to 300 mil lin n dirhams 
(582 million) from 200 million 
($54 million), with half die fresh 
capital provided by the emirate’s 
government and the rest by the 
bank's original shareholders. 

The bank, which has yet to ann- 
ounce a 1985 balance sheet, was 
hit by die collapse of Indian- 
owned Esal Commodities, to 
which it had lent $26 million, the 
sources said. 

It also has other substantia] 
non-performing loans in its por- 


tfolio, which totalled two billion 
dirhams ($540 million) at the end 
of 1984, they added. 

Non-performing loans account 
for an estimated one-third of to tal 
bank loans to the private sector in 
the UAE. 

Middle East Bank’s mam sha- 
reholders. the A1 Futtain family, 
last year provided an indemnity of 
100 million dirhams ($27 million) 
to guarantee problem loans. The 
bank also fired some 40 per cent of 
its 480 staff to help ent costs. 

The Dubai government will be 
represented on the bank’s board 
by its economic adviser, Mr. Dou- 
glas Blye, the sources said. 

In 1984. the bank and its sub- 
sidiaries reported profits of 1 8 mil- 
lion dirhams ($22 million) on ass- 
ets of 3.9 billion ($1.1 billion).

Japan Air Lines reports $40 million loss 

TOKYO (R) — Japan Air Lines Thursday said its earnings had 
plummeted following the crash of a Jumbo jet that killed 520 
people and announced a loss of 6.74 billion yen ( $40 minion) in 
the year to the end of March. This compared with a profit of 7.18 
billion yen ($42 million) die previous year. The airline said there 
would be no dividend for shareholders because of the loss. JAL 
reported a 10.4 per cent drop in domestic passengers since the 
Boeing 747 crashed last August and said the number of int- 
ernational travellers also declined. A senior JAL manager said 
late last year it would take two years for the airline to recover from 
the world’s worst single-plane disaster. 

Top advertising firm boosts profit by 67% 

LONDON (R) — Saatchi and Saatchi, the flamboyant British- 
based firm which became the world’s largest advertising agency 
when it took over the U3. Ted Bates group earlier this month, 
Thursday reported a 67 per cent climb in half-year profits. Figures 
for the six months ending March 31 showed profits before tax of 
£25.9 million ($38.9 million), up from £15.5 million ($232 mil- 
lion) in the same period last year. Daring that period the group, 
known for masterminding the advertising campaign for British 
Prime Minister Margaret Thatcher and her Conservative Party, 
acquired several major new contracts. 

Malta builds new ships for Soviets 

VALLETTA (R) — Valletta’s new Malta ship -building yard 
started operations Thursday with the laying of the keels of three 
7, 700-ton timber carriers for the Soviet company Sudo import 
These are in addition to eight similar vessels ordered last year at 
an undisclosed cost and being built at other Maltese yards. The 
first of these is due to be completed early next year, with the 
others to follow at three-monthly intervals. Finance Minister 
W is tin Abela said negotiations were under way for Malta to build 
two sbqJs foT China and the Soviet Union might place further 
orders on completion of the present contracts. 
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Denmark bans trade with Sooth Africa 

COPENHAGEN (R) — The Danish parliament voted by 76 to 
five with 63 abstentions Friday to ban trade with South Africa 
because of the coon try’s racial apartheid policies. The law, which 
takes effect from June 15, was backed by the opposition Socialist 
and radical parties whil^ the four parties in the minority gov- 
ernment coalition abstained. Prime Minister Foul Schlueter said 
he was firmly against apartheid but added: “It is not South Africa 
but Denmark which is being isolated by this bilL” 

IMF member countries admit Poland 


WASHINGTON (R) — The International Monetary Fund (IMF) 
said Thursday a majority of its 149 member countries had app- 
roved IMF membership for Poland. Poland must still sign formal 
articles of agreements listof responsibilities, and pay its quota of 
$700 million before becoming eligible for loans from the int- 
ernational agency. 


Industrial nations could enjoy new 
era of stability, OECD report says 


PARIS (R) — The world’s n|ain industrial nations 
could be on the verge of a new era of economic 
stability,, the Organisation for Economic Coo- 
peration and Development (OECD) said Thursday. 


The collapse of oil prices in the 
past six months is saving them an 
estimated $63 billion a year, mai- 
nly at the expense of Organisation 
ot Petroleum Exporting Countries 
(OPEC) oil exporters and the 
communist countries, it said in its 
latest half-yearly report. 

The effects vary horn country to 
country with some, like Britain, 
suffering revenue losses and slo- 
wer growth from lost oil earnings. 
But overall growth prospects in 
the 24 OECD industrial states 
have strengthened and inflation 
has been slashed by the com- 
bination of cheap oD and an ord- 
erly drop in the value of the dollar. 

“It is reasonable to consider ser- 
iously the possibility that our eco- 
nomies could move into a new and 
more hopeful phase of evolution 
OECD economics department 
chief. Mr. David Henderson, told 
a news conference. 

“If such a change of gear were 
achieved it would become rea- 


sonable to hope that an era of 
endemic inflation and inflationary 
expectations would at last be bro- 
ught to an end" be said. * 

But the report stressed that the 
opportunity offered by lower o9 
prices might not last. It urged gov- 
ernments to keep up efforts to 
boost what it said were still dis- 
appointing growth rates and build 
more fleubfle and balanced eco- 
nomies. 

This would require lower int- 
erest rates, less government bor- 
rowing and above all more wage 
flexibility, it said. 

It also called for a further 
medium-term depreciation of die 
dollar, extending its near 25 per 
cent fall in the past year, to bring 
down the U.S. current account 
balance of payments deficit, which 
it said remains a major cause of 
stress in international economic 
relations. 

The report said that while West 
Germany and France can look 


forward to improved economic 
growth over the next 18 months, 
many other West European cou- 
ntries will see a slowdown in their 
economies. 

Unemployment, while falling 
slightly in some areas, is likely to 
remain high but the outlook for 
inflation is brighter, due mainly to 
falling world oD prices, the OECD 
report noted. 

Rising private consumption and 
falling energy prices would boost 
growth in West Germany to 3.5 
per cent this year and in France to 
2.5 per cent, while Italian growth 
would edge up to around 2.75 per 
cent and Spanish growth should 
hit its highest level since 1977, it 
said. 

But the slump in oil and gas rev- 
enues was expected to lead to slo- 
wer growth in Britain, The Net- 
herlands and Norway while high 
wage settlements and shorter 
working hours in Scandinavia 
generally were expected to hit the 
competitiveness of their industries 
and impair growth prospects. 

Generally throughout Western 
Europe growth is forecast to ave- 
rage 2.75 per cent this year and 
25 per cent in 1987, up from 2.4 


per cent last year. 

The principal impact of lower 
world oil prices would be to lead to 
a substantial foil in inflation in 
many West European countries, 
the OECD said. 

West German inflation is for- 
ecast at zero this year and virtually 
aon-existent next year, while 
French and Italian consumer price 
rises are also expected to slow 
dramatically. 

But foe OECD warned foal any 
lasting fall in British inflation 
would depend on greater wage 
restraint. 

Overall inflation is forecast to 
slow to five per cent this year and 
4.75 per cent next year thr- 
oughout Western Europe from 
73 per cent in 1985. 

Problems of competitiveness 
would contribute to continuing 
high unemployment levels in Bri- 
tain, France and Italy, but in West 
Germany there is the prospect da. 
small decline in foe jobless figures 
for the first time in this decade. 

Unemployment in Western 
Europe generally is forecast to 
remain high, creeping up to 19 
million this year and next from 
18.9 million in 1985. it said. 


Economic hardships mount for Gaza Strip

THE Gaza Strip is governed by * ‘a 
system of discrimination and inj- 
ustice.” and this is reflected by a 
decline in the Palestinian eco- 
nomy and the Strip’s educational 
semes, which are in stark contrast 
with the Irving standards of Jewish 
settlers in the area, according to 
the newly published report on 
Gaza by Meron Benvenjstf s West 
Bank Data Project. 

In 1973. the income earned by 
Gaza Arabs in Israel accounted 
for 31 per cent of the area's total 
income. But today, income earned 
in Israel amounts to half the 
Strip's total income. This dearly 
points to the area’s increased eco- 
nomic dependence on Israel, the 
report says. 

At the same time, the area’s per 
capita gross national product 
(GNP) remains one fifth of Isr- 
ael's. leaving Gaza, according to 
the report, “still firmly in the 
Third World.” 

As its dependency on Israel 
grows. Gaza's own economic base* 
is weakening, as its two main sou- 
rces of livelihood, citrus pro- 
duction and fishing, are det- 
eriorating. 

The report says that citrus pro- 
duction, which was 243,000 tons 
in 1975. had dwindled to 164,000* 
tons in 1984. This decline is mai- 
nly attributed to shrinking export 
markets: Israel discourages Gazan 
1 citrus exports to Europe, com- 
petition from Cuba has reduced 
demand in Eastern Europe, and' 
the Iranian revolution has ended 
exports to that country. Arab 
import quotas and restrictions on 
marketing Gazan produce in Isr- 
ael have further aggravated the 
situation. 

By contrast, says the report, Isr- 
aeli farmers have “unlimited acc- 
ess” to Gaza fruit and vegetable 
markets, and that is “effectively 


turning the Strip into a dumping 
ground for Israeli produce.” 

Citrus production has also suf- 
fered from restrictions on water 
use imposed by Israel to prevent 
the lowering of tile underground 
water table. These restrictions, 
according to the report, do not 
apply to Israeli settlements inside 
the Strip. 

Gaza’s fishing catch declined 
dramatically from some 3,800 
tons in 1 968 to 420 tons in the first 
eight months of 1 985. This is pri- 
marily due to a 12 kilometre off- 
shore fishing limit set by the Israeli 
military government and by 
Egypt’s refusal to allow Gazans to 
fish in the Bard aw il Lagoon off 
northern Sinai. 

Gaza's industrial sector, sta- 
gnating due to a lack of Israeli or 
Arab investment, is charactersied 
by small-scale cottage industries 
which provide only limited emp- 
loyment opportunities. These 
industries act as subcontractors 
for Israeli firms, and this arr- 
angement is the major form of Isr- 
aeli investment in the area. 

Schools in the Gaza Strip are 
overcrowded and deteriorating 
physically, according to to the 
report. 

Despite the large growth in 
population, the number of 
secondary-school matriculants 
has reportedly declined, because 
an increasing number of school 
dropouts seek jobs in Israel and 
because there are only limited 
employment opportunities for 
persons with higher levels of edu- 
cation. 

Unemployment has been agg- 
ravated by tire drop in demand for 
Palestinian workers in the Gulf 
area due to the Iran-Iraq war and 
the decline in world oil prices. 

Jewish settlers in the area live in 
dramatically better conditions. 
While 18 Jewish settlements are 
inhabited by 2,150 persons and 


occupy 22250 dunums of land, 
Gaza's eight refugee camps occ- 
upy 5 ,500 dunums, to which 3.500 
additional dunums have been 
added for refugee housing pro- 
jects. 

“If Jewish settlers lived in a 
population density equal to that of 
the Arabs in Gaza, they would 
inhabit one square kilometre.” 
says Benvenisti. 

The Jewish settlements' agr- 
icultural output competes with 
local produce, and the Israeli 
marketing board. Agrexco. has 
thus stopped marketing Arab- 
produced vegetables from the ter- 
ritories, the report says. 

The location of most of the set- 
tlements in the south of the Strip, 
near its water sources, "effectively 
gives the settlements a large deg- 
ree of control over Gaza's water 
resources.” the report says. 

It says that the settlements phy- 
sically impinge on Arab towns and 
refugee camps, blocking their 
expansion even as their pop- 


ulation rises. The report cites as an 
example the town of Khan Yunis. 
which, it says, is virtually env- 
eloped” by settlements. 

The report concludes that the 
negative process in Gaza now 
appear to be "inexorable.” and 
the "administrative, political and 
economic supports of sustaining s 
system of discrimination are being 
reinforced and expanded.” far 
from the public eye- 

The area's geographic isolation 
had led to its neglect by public 
opinion. Political declarations 
about raising the quality of life 
there have “intensified Israeli 
myopia," and created a false belief 
that something is being done. 
“This belief is one of the greatest 
problems." 

Benvenisti says: “Gaza is per- 
haps the starkest evidence of the 
intentional repression of a real 
human problem. We have all been 
trying to evade this moral issue by 
treating it as a political issue. This 
cannot continue” — Jerusalem 
Post. 


U.S. economic growth 
gathers momentum 


WASHINGTON (R) — The gov- 
ernment said Thursday its main 
forecasting gauge for the U.S. 
economy showed the largest rise 
in nearly three years in April amid 
other signs of stronger economic 
growth in foe future. 

The Commerce Department's 
index of leading indicators surged 
1 5 per cent last month, the big- 
gest rise since June, 1983, when it 
rose 1 .9 per cent. 

The index has risen in 10 of the 
past 12 months and was revised 
upward for March to show a 0.9 
per cent gain. 

Analysts were surprised at foe 
size of the increase. The dollar 


gained on financial markets as 
traders interpreted the report as 
an indication of a stronger U.S. 
economy. 

The report helps to clarify the 
economy’s direction, which has 
been marked by sluggishness des- 
pite lower interest rates and oil 
prices. 

Meanwhile, the Paris-based 
Organisation for Economic Coo- 
peration and Development 
(OECD) expressed confidence in 
the US. economic outlook. 

The group raised its forecast for 
US. growth after inflation to an 
annual 3.75 per cent rate in the 
second half of this year-

8 killed, 50 hurt in 


Colombo bomb blast 


COLOMBO (R) — Kight people were killed and 
about 50 iqjured, three critically, in a bomb exp- 
losion at a factory in Colombo Friday, the city’s 
general hospital said. 


A National Security Ministry 
spokesman said the government 
believed the blast, at the Ceylon 
Cold Stores Factory about one 
kilometre from army hea- 
dquarters, was caused by Tamil 
separatist guerrillas. 

The blast hit the factory, which 
processes food and soft drinks, as 
bottles were being unloaded from 
a lorry which had travelled from 
northern Jaffna, stronghold of 
Tamil separatists, police said. 

A hospital spokesman said five 
people were dead on arrival and 
three others died shortly after they 
were brought to the hospital. 

The wounded were admitted to 
the accident service of the hos- 
pital, Colombo's main medical 
institution, where a special med- 
ical team was fighting to save the 
lives of the critically wounded. 

Police cordoned off the factory, 
which had parts of its roof ripped 
oft The lorry in which empty bot- 
tles had been brought was burned 


by a fire triggered by the blast. 

A fleet of ambulances rushed 
the casualties to hospital five kil- 
ometres away while firemen put 
out the blaze. 

A hospital official quoted one of 
the wounded as saying: “We were 
working in the ... factory when 
there was this loud explosion and 
the roof suddenly caved in." 

The official said another injured 
person confirmed the police acc- 
ount when he said: “The lorry 
suddenly exploded.” 

Black smoke billowing out of 
the factory could be seen several 
miles away. The blast shattered 
windows of buiklings up to one 
kilometre away, including a tou- 
rist hotel. 

Thirty-one people were killed 
when bombs ripped apart an Air 
Lanka plane and wrecked the 
Central Telegraph Office in Col- 
ombo earlier this month. The gov- 
ernment blamed guerrillas fig- 
hting for a separate Tamil state in 


northern and eastern Sri Lanka. 

The explosion at the factory in a 
place named slave island occurred 
less than one kilometre from the 
army headquarters. 

Tne blast at noon during die 
lunch hour drew thousands of cur- 
ious people. It was heard at a dis- 
tance of more than five kil- 
ometres away. 

Government and private ins- 
titutions had tightened security 
following the blasts on the Air 
Lanka Tristar airliner and at the 
telegraph office. 

The National News Agency 
Lankapuvath said cm Wednesday 
police had foiled a plan by Tamil 
guerrillas to explode a series of 
bombs in and around Colombo, 
where the island's Smhalese maj- 
ority dominates the government. 

The news agency said police 
investigations showed that more 
than 1 ,000 sticks of dynamite bad 
been smuggled into the capital 
from India via Jaffna in bags: of 
onions and other goods produced 
in northern areas. 

Five kilogramme bomb was 
found last Saturday in a bag of red 
chillies delivered from Jafftia to a 
wholesale store in Colombo's 
commercial area. 


Nigeria rocked by student killings 


LAGOS (R) — Two students 
were killed and several others 
wounded by police amid a wave of 
clashes and campus unrest swe- 
eping Nigeria, the News Agency 
uf Nigeria (NAN) reported. 

It said Thursday deaths occ- 
urred during a violent protest in- 
the northern city of Kadunu. 
where students set fire to a police 


barracks. 

State television said tension at 
Kaduna Polytechnic began late on 
Wednesday, with students dam- 
aging cars and harassing drivers.lt 
reported at least one death and 
said a police officer was in hospital 
after being beaten up. 

Clashes between students and 
police have rocked Nigeria since 


police shot and killed a number of 
students at Ahmadu Bello Uni- 
versity in the n orthern town uf 
Zaria last Friday. 


The Kaduna incident occurred 
despite a government ban on 
demonstrations, announced on 
Wednesday by National Police 
Chief Ltira Inyang. 


Ecuadoreans to vote in 


parliamentary elections 


UU1TO (R) — Ecuador votes in 
parliamentary elections on Sun- 
day* after the most acrimonious 
campaign since the country ret- 
urned to democracy in 1979. 

Diplomats say. the poll could 
wrest control of congress from the 
conservative government of Pre- 
sident Leon Febres Cordero.

in announcing the grand jury ind- 
ictment. said the five men and 
three women were members of a 
radical group originally known ;ls 
the Sain Melville -Jonathan Jac- 
kson Unit and later the United 
Freedom Front. 

ITte department alleged they 
bombed IV courthouses, hanks, 
corporations and military ins- 
tallations in Massachusetts and 
New York between 1976 and 
I V84, 

After each attack — including 
the I V76 bombing of a courthouse 


in downtown Boston that injured 
22 people — the group issued 
communiques claiming res- 
ponsibility and advocating the 
U.S. government's overthrow, 
acoi titling to the indictment, which 
w;ls Issued Wednesday. 


The group allegedly financed 
the operation by robbing 10 banks 
in the eastern U.S. states of 
Maine, Connecticut. Vermont, 
New York and Virginia of nearly 
VJUU.fHJU. 


In addition, the indictment said 
the ring held organised weapons 
practice “in anticipation of armed 
confrontation with police and 
other law enforcement officers."

UNITED NATIONS (AP; - 
Rock star Bob Geldof on "Thu- 
rsday blasted the U.N. General 
Assembly’s special session on Afr- 
ica with undiplomatic frankness, 
saying its efforts to help famine 
victims lacked the spontaneity and 
generosity of his live aid and sport 
a iii events. 

While U.N. delegates haggled 
over a plan of action to overcome 
Africa’s economic crisis, Geldof 
passed scathing judgement on the 
session, which opened Tuesday 
and is scheduled to end Saturday. 

“1 don’t think very much has 
been going on," Geldof said Thu- 
rsday at a news conference. **I 
think that to allocate — after ft) 
years of tiying to get a special ses- 
sion on Africa — four days to deal 
with a continent in crisis is a farce 
unto itself." 


At an African forum of non- 
governmental organisations here, 
the Rev. Jesse Jackson, a black 
U.S. civil rights leader, sakl Gel- 
dofs statement was arrogant and 
presumptuous. 

“It discredits his efforts more 
than it discredits the United Nat- 
ions special session." Rev. Jac- 
kson said. 

Cieldof, credited with raising 
millions of dollars for famine vic- 
tims, said both bast and West nat- 
ions were “crippling factors" in 
Africa's attempts to recover from 
the devastating drought and ind- 
ebtedness. 

“1 personally think the Soviet 
response to anything so far is der- 
isory, cynical and laughable.” he 
said. 


“1 think that the American res- 
ponse... is just as simplistic and 
nonsensical. I think the two of 
them are guilty of using the U.N. 
yet again as a forum for ide- 


ological sideswipng and. indeed, I

As the General Assembly lis- 
tened to the last of 102 official 
speakers Thursday, negotiations 
went on in a basement conference 
room on the {dan of action. 

The Soviets have called for a 
collectivised approach for Africa’s 
agricultural ilk. 

The major Western donors 
were .resisting specific com- 
mitments requested by African 
leaders on aid and debt relief, acc- 
ording to Canadian U.N. Amb- 
assador Stephen Lewis, who is 
presiding over the committee dra- 
fting the document. 

A report introduced by the 
Organisation of African Unity 
asked for 880 billion in new aid 
and debt relief over five years. 

The request is supported by the 
group of developing nations at the 
Uni tod Nations, an overwhelming 
majority. 

Communist delegates were att- 
empting to introduce articles bla- 
ming the Western states for neo- 
colonialism toward Africa in their 
aid and debt policies, which stress 
the role of private enterprise. 

Geldof said the draft UN. plan 
of action is "filled with holes and 
ifs and buts/’ He advocated tra- 
nsforming all outstanding loans to 
struggling African countries into 
grants.

BERLIN (AP) — Communist 
East Germany will continue to 
impose new border checks on dip- 
lomatic travel between East and 
West Berlin, the Foreign Ministry 
said Thursday, despite objections 
by US. allies raised in a meeting 
between U.S. and Soviet amb- 
assadors. 

Richard Burt, the U.S. 
ambassador to West Ger- 
many, told the Soviet ambassador 
to East Germany that all people 
should be allowed free movement 
between the four sectors of the 
divided city, a Western source 
said. 

Mr. Burt met with Mr. Vya- 
cheslav Kochemasov in Mr. Burt's 
West Berlin residence, a house he 
uses when he visits the city. 

A Western source, speaking on 
the condition of anonymity poi- 
nted out that “the allies have 
never recognised any measures by 
(hast Germany) to hamper mov- 
ement mnung the sectors of the 
city." 

But the Western source ind- 
icated Mr. Burt had not raised a 
formal protest with the Soviets, 
who administer the eastern sector 
of Berlin. 

The western sector is adm- 
inistered by the United States, 
Britain and France under the four 
powers occupation treaty of 1 97 1 . 

Mr. Bun spoke to the Soviet as 
u representative of the Western 
powers, which have a monthly 
rotation system for handling Ber- 
lin issues with the Soviet Union. 

It remained unclear what act- 
ion, if any, the Western allies 
would take in response to the new 
Berlin border diecks. Details of 
Mr. Burt’s meeting with the Soviet 
were likely to be relayed to NATO 
capitals and to the NATO foreign 
ministers' meeting in Halifax, said 
U-S. West Berlin mission spo- 
kesman Thomas Homan.

Last German leader Erich 
Honecker was quoted by a West 
( ierman politician Wednesday as 
saying the border controls were 
intended to fight terrorism. 


Gandhi party in turmoil over letter 


NEW DELHI (R) — Indian 
Prime Minister Rajiv Gandhi may 
ask an elder statesman of his Con- 
gress (I) Party to quit his post in an 
effort to stem a row threatening to 
split the party, political sources 
said Friday. 

They said Mr. Gandhi held 
emergency talks with party lea- 
ders after a letter written by Con- 
gress (I) Executive President 
Kamlapati Tripathi was made 
public Thursday. 

In the letter, Mr. Tripathi acc- 
used Mr. Gandhi, who succeeded 
his mother, Indira Gandhi, after 
her murder in October. 1984, of 
neglecting leaders close to her and 
of building a "coterie of dis- 
credited persons." 

The sources fold Reurters that 
Mr. Tripathi, 82, who also served 
under Indira Gandhi and Mr. 
Gandhi's grandfather, Jawaharlai 
Nehru, might be asked to quit his 
post to maintain party discipline. 

But they said Mr. Gandhi was 
likely to stop short of harsher steps 
like expelling Mr. Tripathi, who 
has a substantial following among 
powerful "old guard" party bosses 
who resent the domination of the 
Congress (I) by youthful pol- 
iticians. 

The letter, written on April 22, 
was leaked by party rebels, a 
month after Mr. Gandhi moved to 
assert his leadership by expelling 
four senior Congress (I) pol- 
iticians close to Mr. Tripathi. 


Mr. Tripathi criticised Mr. 
GandhTs handling of domestic cri- 
ses like the Sikh revolt in Punjab 
and said he aimed to lead only a 
"chosen few"' towards his often 
cited goal of a 21st century India 
after jettisoning his mother’s 
pro-poor policies. 

He complained that he was not 
consulted on major issues 'and 
warned that the party was headed 
for “rapid disintegration.” 

Mr. Tripathi disclaimed res- 
ponsibility for revealing the con- 
tents of the letter, telling rep- 
orters: "I have no blessings for 
(the rebels). If they had consulted 
me I would have stopped them 
completely” 

He said he would die a member 
of the Congress (I) Party, adding: 
“I did not want to raise a public 
controversy. That is why I did not' 
release the letter. I will never do 
harm to the party." 

Congress (I) Vice-President 
Arjun Singh, who was attacked in 
the letter, said party leaders were 
Hi«ii<asing retaliatory action aga- 
inst the rebels. 

“It is a strange theory to say if 
one was loyal to Mrs. Indira Gan- 
dhi. he should be disloyal to Mr. 
Rajiv Gandhi. Nobody who has 
such an approach can either be 
loyal to Mrs. Gandhi. Mr. Gandhi 
or to the country.” he told rep- 
orters. 

Meanwhile, Sikh extremists 
opened f ire on a joint Hindu-Sikh 


religious congregation killing two 
people and wounding five in the 
latest outbreak of violence in Pun- 
jab state, people said Friday. 

They sakl a curfew would be 
damped on Jandiala Guru, 1 8 kil- 
ometres from the Sikh holy city of 
Amritsar, where rival hardline 
groups of Hindus and Sikhs gat 
hered in the streets after the attack 
during the night. 

The two gunmen escaped after 
killing two Sikhs and wounding 
five people, mainly Hindus, at a 
nigh t-long scripture reading att- 
ended by hundreds of low -caste 
Balraiki sect labourers, a senior 
police official told Reuters. 

The attack brought the death 
toll this month in Punjab to 8? 
Tension mounted Friday morning 
between rightwing Hindu Shiv 
Sena followers and supporters of 
the AH India Sikh Students Fed- 
eration. 


Police said a crowd of Hindus 
badly beat two Sikh doctors in 
Amritsar Thursday night after 
mistaking them for separatist 
gunmen when their motorbike 
backfired . 

Authorities in Amritsar district, 
which borders Pakistan, said sch- 
ools would dose for the summer 
on Monday, two weeks early, bec- 
ause Hindu teachers had thr- 
eatened to boycott classes during 
Sikh protests planned for next 
week. 


4 more killed in S. African violence 


JOHANNESBURG (Agencies) 
— Four people were shot dead 
and five injured overnight in da- 
shes with security forces in South 
Africa's black townships, police 
said Friday. 

A woman and a girl died when 
security forces opened fire on a 
vehicle which crashed a road block 
in Soweto township near Joh- 
annesburg, a spokesman said. A 
man and another girl were inj- 
ured. 

A youth was killed in Soweto 
near Johannesburg by police who 
fired shotguns to disperse blades 
stoning a delivery vehide. At 
Daveyton east of Johannesburg 
guards, using shotgun fire to drive 
off a crowd stoning a government 
vehide, killed a man. 


South African violence has cla- 
imed some 1 ,600 lives since Feb- 
ruary 1984. The government says 
about two- thirds were killed by 
the security forces. 

South Africa's right-wing bac- 
klash to the ruling National 
Parly’s cautious apartheid reforms 
surfaced again Thursday night 
when deputy information m mister 
Louis Nel faced a hostile crowd at 
a political meeting in the eastern 
(Jape town of Uitenhage. 

Witnesses said about 300 sup- 
porters of foe Afrikaner Wee- 
rstandsbeweging (AWB- 
Africaner Resistance Movement) 
and the Conservative Party forced 
their way into foe hall and began 
chanting and heckling. 

Meanwhile Bishop Desmond 


Tutu, wianer of the 1984 Nobel 
Peace Prize, has said that blacks 
would be justified in attempting 
the violent overthrow of the while 
South African government if the 
outside world fails to impose 
tough economic sanctions. 

The black South African cleric, 
who is Anglican Bishop of vio- 
lence, and personally would opp- 
ose it. 


“I have come to the conclusion 
that if foe international com- 
munity refuses to apply sanctions, 
then our people will have tried 
everything, and following foe pri- 
nciples of foe traditional doctrine 
of ‘just war.’ 1 would say it is jus- 
tifiable to overthrow the system by 
violence," Tutu said. 


World Bank pledges to help Manila 


TOKYOf AP) -World Bank off- 
icials Friday pledged in general 
terms to help ease the fiscal deficit 
of the Philippines, and a pos- 
tponed Japanese aid agreement 
was finally signed, a Japanese 
Fore fen Ministry official said. 

The two-day meeting of foe 
World Bank’s consultative group 
sub-committee ended with the off- 
icials from Australia, Japan, the 
United States, West Germany, the 
International Monetary Fund and 
Asian Development Bank saying 
they would extend aid to foe Man- 
Ua government. although "specific 
figures were not discussed.'' The 
officials spoke on condition of 


anonymity. 

Details were to be- discussed 
later between the various parties 
and foe Philippine government. 

The Philippines faces laige def- 
icits in both its foreign and dom- 
estic accounts. The latter was the 
focus of this week's meeting, foe 
official said, adding, "since the 
change in government, foe foreign 
debt problem has improved som- 
ewhat... but foe budget is a pre- 
ssing problem right now." 


Philippine officials at the mee- 
ting, including Finance Minister 
Jaime Ongpiri and Central Bank 
Governor Jose Fernandez, said 


the Philippines’ budget deficit was 
expected to increase by 350 per 
cent fob year.

CIA officer said to have a role in Pastora’s downfall 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Nic- 
araguan rebel leader Eden Pas- 
tors quit foe contra war effort 
after six of his top lieutenants left 
his command to. join a rival U.S.- 
backed umbrella group at the urg- 
ing of a man known to them as a 
CIA officer, according to officials 
of rival contra factions. 

Rebel officers said a man ide- 
ntified only by the cover name of 
" Armando’’ but previously 
known to them as a CIA contact 
offered Pastora’s commanders 
military aid if they would join the 
U.S. -sponsored United Nic- 
araguan Opposition (UNO). The 
rebels were told that the military 
aid would come through UNO but 
not where it would originate. 

The desertions tty all but one of 
his top commanders led Pastora to 
quit the contras two weeks ago 
and complain that “this is a war of 
the United States against Nic- 
aragua” 

Since 1984, the U-S. Congress 
has barred foe CIA from giving 
military aid and advice to the con- 
tras, although foe agency is all- 
owed to exchange intelligence 
with them. The QA has also sec- 
retly funnelled several million dol- 
lars to the rebels for political pro- 


jects this past year, U-S. officials 
say. 

Rebel officials said UNO’s 
Costa Rican-based forces recently 
received five shipments of arms 
that were used to entice Pastora’s 
poorly supplied troops to switch 
allegiances. Bose© Mata mores, a 
contra spokesman, said UNO’s 
military supplies came from “int- 
ernational sources" but would not 
elaborate. 

Asked about the agency’s role 
in Pastora’s downfall, CIA spo- 
keswoman Kathy Pherson had no 
comment. 

In Miami on Thursday, foe 
three directors of UNO — FDN 
chief Adolfo Calero, Arturo Cruz 
and Alfonso Robelo — ann- 
ounced a series of reforms aimed 
at settling their internal dif- 
ferences and responding to all- 
egations of financial mis- 
management. 

Asked whether the United Sta- 
tes had engineered the changes, 
White House Deputy Press Sec- 
retary Edward Djerejian said, 
“that’s their own tall.” 

In another development, Nic- 
araguan Vice President Sergio 
Ramirez said that since Pastora 
has stopped fighting, be is wel- 


come to return to Nicaragua under 
an amnesty programme "without 
any threat of retribution from the 
government.” 

Pastora, now seeking political 
asylum in Costa Rica, is being det- 
ained by Costa Rican authorities. 
In a telephone interview from jail, 
he declined to discuss foe alleged 
CIA role in his ouster but said, 
"foe Americans want to remove 
one government and impose ano- 
ther. We want nothing to do with 
that.”’ 

The rebel officials, representing 
both Pastora and UNO, said they 
have known " Armando" as a U.S. 
QA officer attached to the US. 
in Costa Rica. The reb-
